W ASHINGTON, March 27— MF) 
•—The Truman adminstration has 
asked Gen. Douglas MacArthur to 
submit for Washington clearance 
any future statements with politi­ 
cal significance. 
Informed officials who told a 
reporter of the request last night 
said it followed consultation among 
the White House, state and defense 
departments. 
In effect, the new message was 
a reminder of a general directive 
issued by President Truman last 
December 
calling for 
advance 
word of any broad foreign policy 
statements. 
The message was a follow-up 
to MacArthur^ offer of last week­ 
end to meet the Communist com­ 
mander in Korea for truce talks. 
In that statement, he raised an 
implied possibility that the United 
Nations, whose forces he com­ 
mands, might change its policy to 
authorize attacks on Chinese mili­ 
tary bases on 
China’s

ficials said MacArthur^ statement 
had not been dispatched to Wash­ 
ington in advance.

Tire Blowout Causes Jitters Here 


A large number of citizens 
were startled, and police were 
sent scurrying at 8:35 P. M. 
Monday, when a huge truck 
tire blew out on Market Street 
just east of the North Street in­ 
tersection. 


The noise was so loud that 
residents more than a half mile 
away were alarmed by the blast, 
and many 
telephoned 
police 
headquarters. 
It wae a short time before 


part of the police learned what 
had happened. In the meantime 
they checked all banks and some 
other uptown business places to 
make certain that a safe had not 
been blown. 
The 
big 
truck was headed 
westward when the tire blew out 
with a roar like a small cannon. 
A cloud of dust enveloped the 
truck for a few moments. The 
driver stopped, 
climbed 
from 
his seat, ascertained what the 


trouble was, and then drove 
away. 
Many persons thought a bomb 
had been dropped somewhere 
in the city, or that a dangerous 
blast had taken place. Some 
were of the 
opinion 
that the 
shock came from the direction 
of Columbus. 
Some of the truck tires carry 
up to 120 pounds pressure* When 
the tires give way they do so 
with a tremendous roar, it is 
explained.

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Will We Allow Crime Revelations To Die? 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


More people in Fayette County are talk­ 
ing about the Senatorial crime investigation 
committee’s revelations than any other one 
subject. 


The public is being 
stirred up by these 
disclosures. 
Particularly 
the 
revelations 
about official corruption are beginning to 
arouse 
a public which has been 
rather 
lethargic about its officials. 


If any lasting good comes out of all this 
the incentive for positive action will have 
to come from the people. They will have to 
insist upon a cleanup. Furthermore the pub­ 
lic will have to get rid of the idea which too 
many people seem to have, that it is smart 
to do business with racketeers, commercial­ 
ized gamblers and black marketeers. 


The public suffers from doing 
business 
with racketeers of 
Costello type and even 
the smaller breed if we 
want to keep the 
country reasonably free of crime, crooked­ 
ness and a notion by public officials that 
they can play with these boys and every­ 
thing is “OK” if too many people don’t find 
it out. 


Commercialized crime can cause some 
pretty good fellows who take public office 
to allow their decency to be throttled. It is 
this sort of thing that is threatening to the 
very basis of good government. 


The notable contributions to public en­ 
lightenment and moral indignation made by 
the Kefauver Crime Investigation and the 
Fulbright RFC Inquiry 
must not be per­ 
mitted to die. 


In the Senate, there is a great deal of con­ 
sternation over the revelations of both com­ 
mittees, and some of the senators are look­ 
ing forward to March 31, 1951 as the day of 
grace when both committees’ appropriations 
expire. 
Neither of these investigations should be 
dropped. The evidence of corruption uncov­ 


ered by the Kefauver quiz and the indica­ 


tions of “influence” 
peddling disclosed by 


Senator Fulbright must not be stifled or 


minimized. 


The facts they have publicized are symp­ 


tomatic of the decline in moral standards 


within our country. They make it evident 


that too many people 
are looking, in the 


words of one of the investigators, “for a 


fast buck” and they don’t care how they get 


it, just as long as they don’t have to work 


for it. 


We have created a good many conditions 


which encourage this attitude, and it’s high 
time we reversed the trend. W e won’t re­ 
verse it by pulling an iron curtain over the 
whole mess in an effort to pretend that it 
doesn’t smell. 


It is to be hoped that the effects of public 
indignation 
now 
becoming 
aroused 
will 
reach down into 
many of our states 
and 
counties where “winking” at law violations 
has become a pleasant pastime with far too 
many people.

Aid Now Considered 


For Latin America 


WASHINGTON, March 27—{&) 
—The Truman administration is 
urgently considering an unprece­ 
dented $80,000,000 military 
aid 
program for Latin America. This 
was learned today in advance of 
the opening here of an inter-A- 
merican foreign ministers confer­ 
ence. 


The first session of the confer­ 
ence gets underway at about 3:30 
P. ^1., EST., with an address by 
President Truman. The American 
chief executive made an appeal 
for tight unity of western hemis­ 
phere nations against the world­ 
wide Soviet Communist threat. 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, American member of the con­ 
ference, has as his chief objective 
in the meeting an agreement that 
the Central and South American 
cations will build up their mili­ 
tary strength so that they can carry 
a greater share of the load of 
hemisphere defenses, now borne 
chiefly by the U. S. 


Latin American governments in 
pre-conference exchanges 
h a v e 
made clear that if they are to in­ 
crease their military 
establish­ 
ments they will require American 
help. This has confronted the state 
and defense departments with the

of how help may be 
provided.
